Jn the Image of Chnst 


— the hymns, prayers and testi- 
monies of Christians everywhere we 
hear a cry that is as long as the age and 
as universal as Christianity. For where- 
ever men have heard the gospel and be- 
come followers of the Christ, there has 
been the deep and constant yearning “to 
be like Jesus.”” What Christian has not in 
some manner given expression of a burn- 
ing desire to be like Him? 

Visiting once with a prominent jurist 
I talked with him of Jesus. He was a man 
of profound learning and a student of re- 
ligion, but a stranger to Jesus, prejudiced 
and indifferent toward Him. In his con- 
versation he informed me that he believed 
there were other ways of salvation besides 
Jesus. He, like many others, had been 
caught in the maelstrom of modern 
doubt, and was trying to get to heaven 
some other way. But one day’ the great 
man came to the prayer meeting. It was 
a wonderful day and the presence of the 
Crucified filled the house so that hearts 
were greatly melted. Such a holy atmos- 
phere is a wholesome one for doubters, 
for there doubts often disappear. When 
we knelt to pray the judge knelt with 
us and prayed like a little child. We heard 
him audibly sobbing out, “O God, help 
us to be like Jesus.” And God surely heard 
his prayer, and the judge went away with 
a different feeling and a new assurance. 

What greater thing could one desire or 
petition than to be like Jesus? And thank 
God, it is not a vain desire. The day is 
coming when we shall see Him as He is, 
and then we shall be like Him—at the 
resurrection of the righteous. But we do 
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not have to wait that long to be like 
Him, for “every man that hath this hope 
in him purifieth himself, even as he is 
pure.” 1 John 3:3. And as we desire and 
imitate Him a marvelous transformation 
is going on within us. “But we all, with 
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open face beholding as in a glass the glory 
of the Lord, are changed into the same 
image, from glory to glory, even as by the 
Spirit of the Lord.” 2 Cor. 3:18. 

The context refers to the giving of the 
Law and states that the face of Moses, the 
mediator of the first covenant (the Law), 
was so radiant with God’s glory that he 
had to put a veil over his face while the 
people beheld him. It is further explained 
that that veil was typical of Israel’s un- 
belief, and the Christian position and 
privilege is contrasted in that they, with 
no veil, behold the glory of Christ, the 
Mediator of the New Covenant, as clear- 
ly as we can see our own faces in a mir- 
ror, through. the glorious promises and 
privileges of the gospel, which we antici- 
pate and apprehend by fervent desire, 
hope and faith. And beholding Christ 


thus is affecting us so that we are, in this 
present world, being changed from glory 
to glory, even to the righteousness and 
holiness of God. 

The Greek word here conveys the idea 
of looking into a mirror, with the light 
reflecting into the face, as would be the 
case on.a bright day. This illustrates the 
work of the Spirit of the Lord—reflect- 
ing God’s glory and likeness into the lives 
of those who diligently seek His face, 
His promises and His will, so that they 
themselves are being changed more and 
more into the divine image. 

It was sin that produced disease, de- 
formed bodies, spoiled the holiness and 
innocence of man, and sin has so accur- 
ately depicted its horrid picture on the 
faces of its victims that it is an easy mat- 
ter to discern the confirmed criminal by 
his countenance. Consider the blotched 
face of the drunkard, the coarsened fea- 
tures of the harlot, or the photographs 
in the rogues’ gallery. Sin has given the 
sinner the outward aspect of degradation 
and shame to the degree of his experience 
in it. But the face of the veriest criminal 
when just a little babe, before sin gained 
control of him, was the very picture of 
innocence. It was sin therefore that made 
him otherwise. 

But grace proposes to undo and coun- 
teract the work and traces of sin. Just as 
sin has the effect of making its victims 
so like itself, holiness of heart, con- 
stant association with godly people, cher- 
ishing truth and virtue, living in harmony 
with God’s plan for our lives, with a con-

“Naked, and ye clothed me: I was sick, 
and ye visited me: 1 was in prison, and ye 
came unto me,” Matt. 25:36. 


To carry out the third part of the 
above quotation is much more difficult 
than the other two phrases of that com- 
mand. You see and hear of many who 
visit the sick regularly and when there 
is distress there is seldom delay in supply- 
ing the needs of the applicants. Just what 
part are you taking in visiting the jails 
and prisons nearest you? Do you help 
regularly? How often, may I ask, do you 
write and visit that member of your fam- 
ily who is “paying the price”? Please for- 
get to be ashamed your loved one is in 
prison for almost every family has or has 
had at some time or another one or more 
of its members in prison. You can say 
this much for a person who has paid his 
debt to society, their conscience is void 
of offense toward man and if they will 
place their confidence in God and walk 
with Him, they have a mighty good start 
toward an active Christian life. 


At the beginning of this new year 
will be an excellent time to start your 
missionary work among the jails and pris- 
on camps nearest you. In these camps you 
are going to find men and women, some 
who have many, many years as their sen- 
tence, who have not heard about the 
blessed Holy Ghost. How are they going 
to hear about this wonderful gospel lest 
you go tell them? You must go to them, 
they'can not come to you. Don’t let their 
blood be required at your hands. Once 
you attend jail services you are very apt 
to go again. God’s approval is on this 
work. It is prospering. You may be like 
Moses, and need an Aaron, but God knows 
your need. He will supply you with 
preachers and singers. The thing to do is 
go. The Holy Ghost will lead. Make it a 
point to write as many of the prisoners 
you know as you possibly can. Let them 
know you have not forgotten them. They 
appreciate your prayers and thoughtful- 
ness a great deal more than a man at lib- 
erty. Send them the Evangel or Lighted 
Pathway. My great desire is to know that 
the Evangel is being sent into every 
prison camp in Texas. 

Endeavor to have regular services, learn 
to know and love these hapless mortals 
who really are nice to have as “friends.” 
They can be touched. Pray about this and 
I plead with you, “visit those in prison.” 
May the grace of God abide in your hearts 
and lives. Pray earnestly for me that I 
may be ready at His coming!

Temptations and Trials 


Temptations and trials are ever the lot 
of God’s people. Jesus our Savior was 
tempted in all points as we are. The 
apostles were tempted and tried and went 
through great difficulties and persecu- 
tions. And so were the experiences of the 
early Church, and indeed God’s saints in 
all ages have had the same. We are no 
better in this respect than those of other 
times, and we may expect to have our 
share. 

Satan tempts the people of God from 
every possible angle. Through ordinary 
means and through things that are extra- 
ordinary and through ways and by means 
least expected he seeks to trouble, discom- 
fort and overthrow them. 

1. Satan will challenge our faith and 
seek to discount everything that God has 
done for us. Some who are greatly blessed 
and enjoy positive and definite experiences 
of grace, Satan succeeds in making to 
doubt. Those born of the Spirit he often 
makes to doubt and lose out entirely. 
‘And many who have blessed experiences 
of the cleansing blood of Jesus become 
doubters because of his activities. The 
abiding presence of the Spirit, healing of 
the body and many other Christian ex- 
periences are weakened or lost through 
Satan’s attacks. Those who weaken in 
faith and begin to doubt soon go down, 
and this Satan knows full well. What true 
saint of God does not meet his vicious at- 
tacks, as he tempts them from day to day 
in his bitter warfare against God and His 
people? 

2. Some of the means used by Satan in 
tempting God’s people are the world and 
what it has to offer. Nothing is more 
natural than for men to walk after the 
ways of the world. 

The apostle John classified what was 
“in the world” as “the lust of the eye, 
and the pride of life.” 1 John 2:16. When 
men are truly saved they are delivered 
from all of these. But the enemy makes 
them so attractive that the Christian 
finds himself in a constant battle to keep 
from going back into them. Look how 
Satan tempts preachers, Christian work- 

ers, and ordinary Christians with money, 
love of praise (pride), position, the oppo- 
site sex, etc., and see how many yield to 
his temptation and fall. This world af- 
fords a terrible pitfall for every man or 
woman who will walk in its ways. Satan 
is called “the god of this world,” and he 
is certainly manipulating it well to his 
advantage-in these days. We read of men. 
and women falling into sin. Many have 
yielded to Satan’s temptations and are 
fallen, yet stand high, and walk well 
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with men, but nevertheless they are fal- 
len, and are very low in God’s sight. 
Men who are immoral, covetous, proud, 
and highminded are fallen, no matter 
where they are, or what else may sur- 
round them. “Yield not to temptation, 
for yielding is sin.” 

3. Satan tempts and tries the people of 
God by many things that come between 
themselves. In their dealings and relations 
with each other many things come up 
that Satan uses to stumble, discourage, or 
divide the people of God. You sometimes 
hear it said that “Satan got in and scat- 
tered the flock.” At such times a Chris- 
tian may be tempted to feel, say, or do, 
what would grieve the Spirit, and if kept 
up long enough would be his own ruin. 
Such temptations are very subtle and 
sometimes cause great harm among very 
good Christians. Again let us exhort 
“yield not to temptation.” Learn the se- 
cret of keeping patient and sweet under 
all circumstances. Jesus can save you all 
the time and everywhere, and keep you 
through every kind of temptation. 

4. You will be tempted on the line of 
your experience. Others, the enemy will 
tell you, are ahead of you, and have made 
greater progress, have accomplished more, 
etc. But remember we are serving Jesus 
and He does not measure us by others 
in any respect, but He wills a life of vic- 
tory for us, and the way He would have 
each one live, and the things He would 
have each one do are different, as we are 
different in personality. You are to be 
faithful in your little corner, fill it full 
of service, and it is my business to fill 
my little corner. ‘ 

Do you think you will ever get beyond 
temptation, or where you will not be 
tempted? But remember that wonderful 
promise: 

“God is faithful, who will not suffer 
you to be tempted above that ye’ are able; 
but will with the temptation also make 
a way to escape, that ye may be able to 
bear it,” 1 Cor. 10:13.

We are getting along so much better 
now that we have Brother Cook’s T- 
Model Ford to use while they are on fur- 
lough. The Ford makes it possible for us 
to go to our different stations and to new 
places, as well. We thank God for this 
blessing. 

We have just closed our annual conven- 
tion in the Tamil field, with great vic- 
tory. We were blessed to have Brother and

not sleep and inquired what it was. 
It was’ all women praying to their 
god for help. If you could under- 


stand the condition of how the women are 
treated, you would certainly cry out to 
God for grace to save them and bring 
them to real Christianity. To bring these 
Hindus to Christ we must have t he 
means. That is, someone must tell them, 
someone must pray with them, someone 
must teach them the teachings of Christ. 
Do you not want to share this opportun- 
ity with a sure promise of reward? 
From this convention I went to Madras, 
the third largest city in India, and con- 
ducted a convention there. The Lord gave 
several souls, among them one young 
woman, a teacher and college graduate, 
who was turned out of her home for tak- 
ing the step she did. Later she has been 
allowed to return to her home, but with 
strict orders that she is not to attend 
Pentecostal meetings. Though she is suf- 
fering much persecution, her faith re- 
mains firm and steadfast, and she is com- 
ing to worship secretly. Also among the 
number of saved in those meetings was 
an engineer on a freight train, or as they 
say here, “‘a goods train driver.” He told 
me he did not know anything about the 
Bible, not even what kind of a book it 
is, though he was well educated in Eng- 
lish! Since returning home, I have had a 
very good letter from him telling of his 
great joy and victory, and of the special 
blessing he received in taking the Lord’s 





Supper for the first time in his life. He 
is earnestly seeking for the Holy Ghost, 
and his letter was filled with praise. He 
asked for helps in his study of the Bible, 
as he is very eager to learn it well. When 
they come out of Hinduism they know 
nothing of the Precious Book, and require 
great teaching, for the devil can easily 
cause them to err ignorantly, but bless 
their dear hearts, the Spirit helps them, 
strengthens them against persecution, and 
guides them right, but the help, teaching, 
and encouragements of other Christians, 
especially the missionaries, are greatly ap- 
preciated. In addition to teaching they 
need a place of worship. Oh, there are 
many needs and we are glad you good peo- 
ple at home are giving to supply these 
needs. Each need is your opportunity; do 
not let a single, tiny one slip by. Have you 
been praying to help save the lost? Every 
cent you give for the mission cause is 
making it possible for new people to hear 
the gospel and be saved.

The front page of the December 21 
issue of the Charlotte NEWS and OB- 
SERVER carries the following very apt 
quotation: “No room in Hotel Bethle- 
hem for Him, but it’s different today. 
The world has learned He’s the best pay- 
ing guest and that if it wasn’t for Him 
there’d be no business.” That reflects the 
attitude of “Christian America” toward 
the natal day of the World’s Redeemer. 

President Roosevelt delivered his annual 
Christmas address to the people of this 
country. The opening paragraph follows: 
“The old year draws to a close. It began 
with dread of evil things to come and it 
ends with the horror of another war add- 
ing its toll of anguish to a world al- 
ready bowed under the burden of suffer- 
ing laid upon it by man’s inhumanity to 
man.” Well spoken, Mr. President. He 
might have gone farther and added that 
we enter upon the new year with the 
same fear and trepidation. No hope in 
sight for those who claim citizenship on- 
ly in this world. However, the darker the 
hour the greater the rejoicing of those 
whose citizenship is in that heavenly 
country. The Lord Jesus knew of the 
coming of this day and He termed it as 
being “upon the earth distress of nations 

. men’s hearts failing them for 
MM scar” 

Our government has seen fit to appoint 
an unofficial ambassador to Vatican City. 
We are to be represented at the head- 
quarters of the Roman Catholic Church. 
Mr. Myron C. Taylor will go there as the 
personal representative of the President. 
Why send an ambassador to represent us 
at the purely spiritual headquarters of 
the Catholic Church? Is it purely spirit- 
ual? Let America be careful lest she be 
found flirting with the great whore who 
sitteth upon seven hills. This country 
and its people have stood like a flint for 
absolute separation of Church and State. 
May we not in this late day throw over 
that time-honored doctrine. However, 
strange and curious things are happen- 
ing and will continue to happen. 


The Saturday Evening Post carries a 
short note from Washington, D. C. Its 
information is very interesting: “The 
American Humane Society estimates that 
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there are not fewer than 330,000 Ameri- 
can families who wander almost contin- 
uously from region to region without 
fixed addresses.” Daniel saw that coming. 
In speaking of this day Daniel said that 
“many should run to and fro.” There it 
is. Home life is surely fading from the 
scene in America as well as the rest of 
the world. 

Germany’s attitude toward Christmas 
can be summed up by the following quo- 
tation from TIME: “The Christmas cele- 
bration in Germanic lands is NOT AN 
INVENTION OF THE CHRISTIAN 
CHURCH but of our forefathers (Ger- 
man). The day of the winter solstice was 
holy to our ancestors and the period 
around the winter solstice was filled with 
the fairyland magic of the nordic soul. 
. . . For us, therefore, even the Chris- 
tian Christrnas remains a festival of 
Germanic love, Germanic ways and Ger- 
manic benevolence.” Excepting godless 
zealots in the Soviet Union, the Nazis 
were unique in their redoubled efforts 
to de-Christianize Christmas. Party or- 
ganizations announced that they would 
ignore December 25, observe instead the 
solstice on December 22. In other words, 
Germany is saying that while they can’t 
stop Christmas from coming, they will 
see to it that Christ is not honored. 
Rather, they will honor Hitler. A worship 
of Hitler and his ideology has uprooted 
and usurped the worship of God to a very 
large extent. What does all this mean? 
The spirit of Antichrist is on the march. 

The following news item from Phila- 
delphia is enlightening: “A young mother 
accused of killing her 20-month-old son 
and cutting up his body was guarded in a 
cell tonight as detectives tried to learn 
whether she had other children. Mrs. Til- 
lie Irelan, slender 35-year-old governess 
and maid, gave the police no assistance. 
‘She simply smirks when we question her,’ 
said a detective. Mrs. Irelan told another 
officer that she smothered her son, hid 
his body for two days in a boarding house 
closet, then cut it up with a saw she 
bought at a ten cent store.” This is not 
an isolated case. Many times in late years 
we have read of parents killing their chil- 
dren because they interfered with their 
good times. What is the reason? Paul saw 


these things coming and declared that the 
people would be “without natural affec- 
tion.” It is surely a natural affection for 
parents to love their children. 


A radio broadcast from Germany the 
other day told of a man being sentenced 
to fifteen months in jail for listening to 
a foreign broadcast. They dare not listen, 
over there, to the voice of another nation. 
They might learn the truth. Neither can 
they buy nor sell there without a certain 
card or number given by the government. 
It is just another leaf from the fig tree. 


In an article entitled MILLIONS OF 
BACKSLIDERS in the January issue of 
the Readers Digest we glean some very 
timely thoughts. “The decline of the 


church’s influence on American life is one ° 


of our grave problems. More than half of 
our population belongs to the church, but 
no Protestant denomination dares claim 
that more than a third of its membership 
attends any given service except on 
Christmas and Easter. (THE CHURCH 
OF GOD CAN MAKE THAT CLAIM 
AND PROVE IT.) And it is estimated 
that rural churches are dying at the rate 
of 1,000 per year. . . . Another reason 
why people can’t go to church IS THAT 
THERE IS NO REAL CALLING OF 
PEOPLE TO REPENTANCE, to bring 
up to the surface of their everyday lives 
the noble things that have long been 
submerged, to be what they really want 
to be in their better moments. In a recent 
radio sermon I mentioned SIN. A: preach- 
er wrote me and asked why I dealt with 
such an outworn thing. But I still believe 
there is such a thing as sin from which 
people have to be saved.” Why is there 
“no call to repentance?” Why is there no 
pointing out of SIN? Because, for one 
reason, it would be silly for a preacher to 
denounce himself. I invite the eminent 
preacher who wrote that article to come 
over in the Church of God and hear her 
ministry denounce sin and the devil and 
then to WATCH THEM LIVE WHAT 
THEY HAVE PREACHED.

stant desire to be like Him, transforms 
the nature, and adds to the features the 
beauty of holiness. 

In the days when convicts were 
branded with hot irons for their deeds, 
two brothers convicted of stealing sheep 
were branded in their foreheads with the 
letters “ST”—short for sheep thief. One 
of them decided he could not afford to 
stay at home and face the shame of his 
crime, but would seek refuge in a new, 
strange city, so that no one would ever 
know his story. But just as one cannot 
run away from sin, his story followed 
him wherever he went, and_ children 
taunted him by calling him “sheep thief.” 
The other brother resolved to stay at 
home, live right and make reparations for 
his wrong. Giving himself to God, he be- 
came a devout Christian, and was soon 
greatly loved in his community. People 
respected him too much to remind him of 
his long repented sin, and when he be- 
came an old man people had quite for- 
gotten the dark chapter in his life, and 
when little children inquired concerning 
the letters “ST” on his forehead, no one 
seemed to know why they were there, 
but would reply, “I think they stand for 
saint.” It is certainly true that che beauty 
of Jesus can be seen in the countenance 
of the godly, and that it replaces in some 
degree the traces of sin. 

If this be true of the outward appear- 
ance, so that the countenance tells the 
story of blessed redemption, it is all be- 
cause the countenance is the signboard of 


the soul. It would matter little about eut- 
ward appearance if ‘the inner man experi- 
enced none of the transforming, because 
eventually the outward man must per- 
ish. But hear this word of comfort from 
St. Paul. He had now experienced what 
Jesus meant when he said, “I will show 
him what great things he must suffer for 
my name’s sake.” His age was telling on 
him. Hardships, work and privations had 
made him prematurely old. The fleshly 
man could not go on for ever, he knew 
well enough. He knew too that the time 
of his departure was not far distant. So 
his are comforting words for every way- 
worn pilgrim who long has sought to be 
like Him: “Though our outward man 
perish, yet the inward man is renewed 
day by day.” 2 Cor. 4:16. 

Do not despair, pilgrim; keep looking 
into His face and His promises, and be- 
lieving His Word; the change from glory 
to greater glory is going on, and the de- 
sire to be like Him shall soon be realized.

Do you work in a town 
where the mills make sheeting? Perhaps 
they would like to donate a bolt or so. 
Or in a town where they make bed- 
spreads?
